Hundreds of books and records belonging 
to the Illinois Centra] railroad have been 
seized by the United States: government, fol- 
| lowing charges of discrimination in tariffs 
made by commission men of Chicago. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
reported the alleged rebating to the depart- 
ment of justice at Washington. 

As @ result the federal grand jury in Chr 
@ago next week, under the direction of Dis- 


} trict Attorney Sims, will begin a thorough 


investigation of the situation. 

Edward G. Davies, one of the coniplaining 
commission merchants, is credited with has- 
tening the Inquiry with the following etate- 
ment made before the interstate commerce 
commission: 

“TI am réaedy to testify to facts. of criminal 
violation of the law in such numbers and to 
an extent that if prosecuted by the govern- 
ment with the same zeal as it prosecuted the 
Standard Oll company, would leave some of 
the properties of certain railroads on the 
junk pile and as many of their exalted offi- 
Clals at the rock pile."’ ' 

Witnesses from among the South Water 
street commission men and employés of 
raliroad companies, it was sali yesterday, 
will be called within the next twe or three 
weeks before the grand jury now tn session. 
Other railroads, in. addition to the Ilinois 
Central, are said to be involved. 


Davies Files Many Complaints. 

Davies, who is likely to ve one of the most 
important witnesses, has been @ conspicu- 
ous figure in a number of important inter- 
state commerce commission cases. 

He alleges that the Iilinois Centra) rail- 
road has discriminated against him and cer- 
tain other commission men of the South 
Water street district in favor of certain 
other consignees. More than half a dozen 
complaints have been filed by Davies with 
the commission charging that the INinois 
Central exacted from him 1 cent a hundred 
pounds for unloading shipments of cabbage, 
while favored customers were charged noth- 

for the unloading sevice. 
allegation also is made that the 
Hote “Central Wéldted the ComriéFce com- 
mission rule and the rallroad’s tariffs which 
provide 10,000 pounds as a minimum carload 


ishipment of cabbages. 


One of Mr. Davies’ cases was up before 
the interstate commerce commission yester- 
day, Commissioner EB. E. Clark sitting at 
the ‘ federal building to hear evidence. In 
the particular case, Davies alleged that the 
railroad made no charge for unloading cab- 
bage shipments of 8S. & H: Levy, commis- 
sion merchants in Chicago. 


Oi] Fine Like Widow’s Mite. 

At the conclusion of his testimony before 
the commission Mr. Davies said:

Inquiry Proceeds for Months.

The members of the 
interstate commerce commission called the 
attention of Attorney General Wickersham 
to the charges and evidence received by the 
commerce body was turned over to the de 
partment of justice. The result was tha 
Special Agents Ryan and Lloyd of the de- 
partment of justice staff were sent to Chi-. 
cago in January. 

The district attorney, when asked about 
the proposed investigation, declined to dis- 
cuss it. However, it is known that ir. 
Davies and others bave been questioned at 
the office of Mr. Bims and have been asked 
to present what they know before the gnuand 
jury, although ne subpoenas have as yet béen 
served on them.

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BLAMES POLICE FOR KILLING 


Coroner's Verdict Puts Dubinski | Team

DETECTIVES FOUND “HASTY” 


Dangerous Neighborhood Admitted; 
No Criminal Intent. 


A coroner’s jury early this morning avowed 
itself unable to agree uUpan a verdict in the 
case of John Dubinski, a coal miner of Diver- 
non, Ill., who was killed by detectives in the 
“black hand" district of the north side 
shortly after midnight on May 18, and put 
the evidence up to the Cook county grand 
jury. A report was submitted censuring 
the police for being “ hasty’ in shooting, 
but nobody was held to the grand jury. The 
inquest was held at the Chicago avenue 
police station. 

The jury's report stated that the fatal shot 
was fired elther by Detective Patrick F. 
Shannon or by Detective Fred Bolun. Con- 
tinuing, the jurors said: 

“From the testimony presented, we, the 
jury, deplore the unfortunate occurrence, the 
taking of an tnnocent life of a stranger in 
the city. The testimony of the witnesses out- 
side of the policemen would indicate that the 
officers did not make it known to the de- 
ceased or his companions that they were 
police officers, while the testimony of the offi- 
cers contends that they seid to the Seceeaed 
and his companions: 

‘Halt, we are police officers.’ 

Policeman’s Killing Is Recalled. 

“The shooting of Officer Wrenn in said 
locality by three men and the stringent in- 
structions given toe the officers of the dis- 
trict by the commanding officers to appre- 
hend his murderers has been established and 
the dangerous neighborhood is taken into 
consideration. 

‘We further find that section six of rule 
forty-one of the regulations of the police de- 
partment was violated and that gaid officers 
did not use due caution and were hasty in 
using thelr revolvers where their lives were 
not in imminent danger. We further find nu 
criminal intent on the part of said police 
officers and believing said officers thought 
they Were apprehending criminals, but are 
unable to determine from the conflicting tea- 
timony whether said officers did say to the 
deceased and his companions: 

‘We are police officers, halt.’ 


Detectives ‘Hasty and Careless,” 

“We, the jufy, are of the opinion that"the 
deceased and his companions became con- 
fused when approachd by the said officers and 
did believe said officers were holdup men, We 
are of the unanimous ¢pinion that sald police 
officers were haaty, careless, and did not use 
good judgment in shooting deceased before 
they were reasonebly sure t the deceased 
and hie companions were desperate men in 
place of law abiding citizens, 

“ We do not believe that the $20 bill in con- 
troversy was on the person of the deceased 
at. the time of his death and exonerate ‘the 
police for the disappearance of the came.

Cholera Studies Added Much to World’s 
Knowledge. 


BADEN BADEN. May 27.—Prot. Robert 
Koch, the famous bacteriologist; died hers 
this afternoon from 6 disease of the heart. 
He was born at Eleusthal, Hanover, Dec: 
11, 1868, 

Prof, Koch became distinguished as an 
investigator of isms, but proba- 
bly gained most renown as the discoverer of 
the bacilli of tuberculosi# and cholera. He 
was graduated in 1866 from the University of 
Goettingen, and while a practitioner at Woll- 
stein. began his researches in bacteriology. 

It wag in 1882 that Prof. Koch first an- 
nounced his discovery of the bacilli of tuber- 
culosis. 

Discovers the Koch Lymph. 

In 1800 came the announcement at the | 
international medica! congress by the profes- 
sor of the separation from cultures of the | 
tubercle bacillus of a substance cahed by him 
tuberculin—the so-called Koch lymph—which 
has a specific iffluence on the tuberculous 


processes. 

Prof. Koch maintained that In favorable 
cages the use of this remedy in a prescribed 
way by hypodetmic injection would produce 
a healing of the diseased tissues. He showed 
that in animals and human beings suffering 
with tuberculosis the injection of minute 
quantities of this substance was followed 
by general febrile symptoms, and the evi- 
dences of an acute inflammatory reaction 
around _ areas of tuberculous ‘disease,

Commercialized legislation was thus 
placed on exhibition by State's Attorney 
Wayman yesterday in Judge McSurely's 
court as a satirical forecaet of what the 
country might come to if the technical pleas 
of Representative Lee O'Neil Browne were 
to be accepted as sound law in defense 
against the charge of having paid Legis- 
lator Charles A.. White $1,000 for voting for 
William. Lorimer. for senator. 

The county prosecutor. occupied only ‘an 
hour and a half in answering the two and 
a half days’ arguments of the lawyers for 
Rrowne. Elbridge Hanecy came back with 
half. an hour's reply, and then Judge Me - 
Surely announced he would give his decision 
on the motion to quash the indictment at 10 
a. m. next Wednesday, If he upholds the 
Indictment the trial will proceed the follow- 
ing Monday. 

‘Bribery No Pink Tea Affair. 


Bribery of legislators to cast influenced 
votes upon the senatorship was no pink tea 
affair. in Mr. Wayman’s opinion—not a merry 
something, innocent in its nature, for which 
the state statutes stipulated no punishment. 
He inttatd it was a crime completely covered 
by the bribery statute and that no legal 
sophistries could distort the cold, hard facts 
and judicial findings upon which the indict- 
ment was based into a will-o'-the-wisp, un- 
determinable as to entity or location. , 

While sticking closely to the arguments of 
Attorneys Forrest and Hanecy, whose points 
he answered seriatim with citations of legal 
authorities, the state’s attorney devoted 
much of his addregs to reducing the pleas of 
the defense to what he termed their absurd 
conclusions. In this direction he. offered 
numerous fllustrations, deducting that if the 
defense were sound, then the barter and sale 
of votes in the Illinois legislature was beyond 
punishment, was no crime, and might as well 
be placed on the plane of accepted commer- 
clalism. 

Why Not List It on ’Change. 

“If it be true,” said Mr. Wayman. “ that 
the office of United States senator can be 
bought and sold; !f it is no crime to buy it; 
if it is no crime to bribe for it, then the Uni- 
ted States senatorship should be classed as 
merchandise—and in order to make the trans- 
action complete, it should be listed on the 
stock exchange. 

* Why. all this secrecy? If the argument 
announced and seriously contended for here 
(at least, I concede that it was seriously con- 
tended for) is true, is correct, then why all 
this secrecy? Why all this waste of time and 
money traiveling from one jurisdiction to an- 
other, from Chicago to St. Louis, and from 
St. Louis back? Why these midnight talks? 
-“O, no! (If their proposition As true, if 
it is no crime, if it is perfectly proper, then 
I say let’s do things open and above board 
and have the bidding fair and equal, and let 
the advocates of one candidate bid on the 
floor of the house and the advocates of the 
other candidate bid against them. 

“The amézing thing is that we have spent 
two days in an analysis of the multiplication 
table and the diagram of a right angle tri- 
angle. 
were staring us in the face and we have 
gone seeking for the things that seemed 
obscure. We have indulged in philosophy 
about matters that are well settled. And if 
the purchase of a United States senatorship 
is not a crime in Illinois, I am cong be 
the last man on American soil to admit it. 


o Sum Up—It Isn’t Anywhere.

Constitution Was Not Joking. 

“ It strikes me that counsel was so eloquent 
in invoking the constitution in behalf of his 
client that he forgot to réad it. Let us see. 
I invite your ‘henor’s attention to article 1 of 
the constitution: 

The senate of the United States shall be com- 
posed of two senators from each state, chosen 
by the legislature thereof for six years, and each 
senator shall have one vote. 

“T think. then, that we can start with the 
fundamental proposition that a United 


States senator must be elected by the legis- 
Mature. I think the constitution meant what 


it said.” 


Mr. Wayman then dissected the legal prop- 
osition that the progecution should have 
pleaded the federal statute in its applica- 
bility to the !egis!ature’s election of a United 
States senator, the argument of the defense 
being that in such an election the legislators 
were ‘federal officers or agents.” 


Reads Decision as Answer. 

In full answer to this contention the 
state’s attorney read the following decision 
in the 184th U. S., 377, case of Fitzgerald va. 
Greene: 

The sole function of the presidential electors 


is to cast, certify, and transmit the vote of the 
state for the president and vice president of the 
nation. Although the electors are appointed and 
act under end pursuant to the constitution of 
the United States, they are no more officers or 
agents of the United States than are the mem- 
bers of the state legislature when acting as 
electors of federal senators, or the people of the 
state when acting as electors of representatives 


in congress. 
“It ought to be the law that a bribe giver 


would be guilty,”” resumed Mr. Wayman. 
“The idea of seriously contending here in 
this court in this century that this is not a 
crime! Certainly the proposition stands un- 
masked. The Supreme court snatches the 
mask of hypocrisy from us, and it stands 
in the noonday sun to meet the ridicule of the 
bench and bar and the righteous condemna- 
tion of the American people. 


States the Question. 

“ The question whether Sangamon eounty 
can proceed against this defendant for the 
high crimes and misdemeanors committed 
there is not before this. court at all. The 
only thing before this court is, did this in- 
dictment charge a crime in Cook county? 
And the question for the jury will be, does 
the evidence prove a ¢xyjme in Cook county? 

“The question would be just as hard for 
Sangamon county as it would be here, 

** Suppose they indict Browne in Sangamon 
county; Judge Shirley is on the bench; 
they would say at once: ‘ Hold on, this 
money was paid in Cook cougty and there 
was no expressed agreement, there was an 
implied agreement, and you have no jurisdic- 
tion.’ We come to Cook county and indict 
and they say, ‘ Hold on, there was an express 
agreement in Sangamon county.’ And so we 
keep going on back and forth, like a shuttle 
in the loom, bringing the administration of 
law in Illinois into disgrace and disrepute. 

* What is the crime?. The voting for Lori- 
mer with partiality and favor was no crime, 
but voting for him with partiality and favor 
in return for money, that is the crime, and 
that is what the statute says.”’

A feature of the preliminary, negotiations 
was a declaration of President Knight of the 
Oak Park line that he contemplated a reduc- 
tion in wages on his road. Mr. Knight ap- 
peared at a mass meeting of his employés at 
Lake and Paulina streets and told them it 
was ridiculous to ask for higher wages when 
the road “‘is almost in the hands of receiv- 
ers.”’ 

Vote to Reject Proposition, 

He proposed that bridge tenders accept a 
reduction of $5 a month and ticket sellers a 
cut of 10 cents a day: The proposition was 
put toa vote and unanimously rejected. 

Officers of the union, which is known as 
division 308, Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employés of 
America, said the women ticket sellers on 
the Oak Park road are the most poorly paid 
fn that class of service in Chicago. On the 
other roads the station agents receive $1.00 
a day and on the Oak Park line fhey get from 
$1.25 to $1.65 a day. 

A raise of 2 cents an hour is demanded for 
guards and conductors, who now receive 20, 
22, and 24 cents an hour. Motormen ask for 
83 cents an hour. Their present rate is 30% 
cents an hour.

CONCRETE REPORTED SHY. 


Merriam Investigation Shows 


Tax Inspection in South- 
west Land Bore. 


Acting on reports made to the Merriam 
commission that George W. Jackson, in- 
corporated, has ‘‘skimped’’ the concrete 
over a considerable area of section 8 of the 
southwest land tunnel, which it is building, 
Acting City Engineer Samuel. will recom- 
mend to the commissioner of public works 
that deductions be made in the contract price 
commensurate with the amount of concrete 
that is lacking. 

Mr. Samuel told the commission yesterday 
he thought the tunnel was strong enough, or 
would be when some places in the concrete 
were patched up, 

Evidences of lax city inspection were en- 
countered by the Merriam commission at 
every step in its investigation of the tunel, 
just as was shown in the Lawrence avenue 
tunnel, where M. H. McGovern got nearly 
$50,000 from the city for the excavation of 
shale rock, of which substance recent exam- 
inations failed to reveal more than a trace. 

State’s Attorney Wayman showed his in- 
terest in the developments regarding the 
southwest tunnel by having an assistant 
present at yesterday's hearing. 


Complaint Against Tunnel Work. 

Some of the principal complaints made. by 
the commission’s investigators concerning 
the construction of section 3 of the tunnel 
are: 

That the tunnel is considerably out of align- ] 
ment in many places, which will have a tenden- 
cy to decrease the velame of water that wil! 
flow through it. \ ’ 

That at some places on the walls rock was 
found projecting through to the surface of the 
concrete, and in considerable stretches borings 
showed the concrete was much thinner than the 
twelve inches required by the specifications, 

That samples of concrete taken from the walls 
showed that it had not been mixed properly, and 
that the contractor had used muéh dust and 
screenings instead of crushed rock, torpedo sand, 
and cement, as the specifications called for, 

That the concrete had been allowed to stand in 
places many months before the surfacing pilaster 
was put on, and that the plaster consequently did 
not adhere well and was so rough as to cause 
increased on. 

That the cement was stored in a damp place 
and sometimes hardened in the bags, then was 
broken up and used. 

That the steel shell used was only twelve feet 
three inches instead of fourteen feet, which the 
contract called for, and the plates only five- 
twelfths inch thick instead of one-half inch, as 
required, , 

That the ventilation in the tunnel was so bad 
at times that the inspectors could not see the 
work that was being done on account of the | 
smoke. 

Shows City Inspection Lax. 

Regarding lax city inspection A, F. Ham- 
mond, the engineer employed by the Mgrriam 
commission, reported stretches in some 
places eighteen feet long where the con- 
crete "was from three to eight inches thick. 
But tn drift 21 the three Inspecto : 
las Weiler, John G. Hager, and Robert J. 
Skus®—each declared that on his shift no 
jess than the twelve Inches of concrete called 
for by the specifications had been laid. 

Inspector Skuse,.asked by Attorney Walter 
L. Fisher whether workmen filled the holes 
with concrete when told to, replied: 

“ Well, I’lh tell you about that. There was 
a fellow named Sweenie, and he was leavin’ 
holes, ani I told the boes, and he put him 
down on the board mixin’ concrete. After a 
few days the fellow who wes sent up to take 
his place was doin’ the same thing, and when 
I told the boss he says, ‘Sure, and you'll 


. find lots of Sweenies on this job.’ "’ 


Mr. Samuel after hearing the report of 
Engineer Hammond admitted he knew there 
was some poor work, but he explained: 

“ The tunnel has not been accepted yet, and 
before it ie we will make.a thorough exami- 
nation. and will require the; company to re- 
move the poor concrete and do that part of 
the work over again,” \ 

O’Connell Tells of Bribe Offer. 

Another revelation of the day was made 
to the commission by -Williem L: O'Connell, 
commissioner of public works, during the lat- 
ter half of the Dunne administration. He 
intimated that a bribe had been offered to 
him to accept a surety bond by the Metropoli- 
tan Surety company of New York, on a con- 
tract which had been awarded to Joseph Han- 
reddy, to construct the same section that js 
now being bullt by Jackson. 

The bond was not executed, owing to the 
company's repudiation of the signature of 
its Chicago agent, and Hanreddy did not 
get the contract in consequence. To the com- 
mission Mr. O’Connell did not say how much 
had been offered him, but later he told the 
newspaper reporters the ammount was $10,000.

effort was made by the federal authorities 
in Chicago to keep the indictment and arrests 
secret, but upon the arrival of Postoffice In- 
spector James J. Lamour with a copy of the | 
indictment in .Philadelphia, where removal {| 
proceedings were instituted during the day, 
details of the case became known, 


Operate from Hotels Here. 
Inspector Lamour, working with Gen 
James E. Stuart, inspector in charge in Chi- 
cago, discovered the scheme charged against 
Post and Btarkloff a month ago, when the 
two are alleged to have been operating in 
Chicago from the New Southern and Great 


‘Western hotels. 


According to Lamour, Starkioff mailed 
nearly a thousand letters from the New 
Southern April 28 to “ suckers,”” with a prop- 
osition to furnish each with enough unde- 
tectable “ spurious ’’ government notes, in §1, 
$2, $5, and $10 denominations, to make a for- 
tune for the purchaser. 

The “ spuriotis ” notes, it was represented, 
were /not counterfeits, but made with plates 
stolen from the United States treasury. Each 
prospective customer was directed to " wire 
A. B. Cline, Attica,’ Mich., for full details it 
interested.” 

Is Trailed from Chicago. 

Starklioff was trailed from Chicago to At- 
tica April 20 by Lamour. There Starklof ar- 
ranged with a telegraph operator to receive 
his telegrams and mail them to the address of 
a saloonkeeper in Detroit.. Starkloff was 
arrested, but furnished bonds and fied from 
Detroit, forfeiting the security. He was 
trailed to Philadelphia, where he joined Post. 

Inspector Stuart and Inspector Lamour 
called the attention of District Attorney Sims 
to the case and the district attorney turned it 
over to Assistant District Attorney Seward 
S. Shirer, who presented the evidence ob- 
tained to the grand jury. 

Starkloff and Post are charged with con- 
spiracy and with using the United States mail 


to promote a fraud.

morrow. 


Debate Is Announced, 

The senate reached the voting stage at 4 
o'clock after an animated debate, which was 
carried on largely on the Democratic side 
of the chamber and which dealt especially 
with the queaiion as to whether the Dolliver 
amendment regulating the \stock and bond 
Issues of railroads wae in accordance with 
the last Democratic platform. 

Tt had been supposed that action upon the 
Dolliver provision would be followed by votes 
on the physical valuation amendment of- 
fered by Mr. La Follette and the national in- 
corgere ties amendment of Senator New- 

&. 

When, therefore, Mr. Dixon was recognised 
and presented his telegraph amendment, 
some surprise was manifested. It covered 
nine bill pages.

But the intimation or suggestion that 
the acceptance by *orwressmen of the 
president's invitation to travel on the 
train with him in their respective districts 
or atetes was a reason why they should 
not vote their free opinion on the ques- 
tion of such an appropriation is te mea 
most painful one. 

In traveling upon the train they were 
not receiving my hospitality—they were 
only making a little more elaborate the 
cordial welcome which they as repre, 
sentatives of their districts wished to 
give. 

The feature of the discussion yesterday 
which was especially distressing to me 
wes a suggested refiection on southern 
hospitality. The intimation that some- 
where in the south board was charged 
has no foundation in fact, and I never 
heard it intimated until I saw it ip this 
morning's paper.

IARRB, Sicily, March 17.—The ride around 
Mount Etna is perhaps the most interest- 
ing, the most instructive, and undoubt- 
ediy the most difficult rail journey that 
may be made in Sicily. 

The harrow gauge road etarts at Catania and 
ends at Giarre, where connection is made with 
the main line from Catania to Messi The 
trip of sixty-eight miles takes six hour The 
'cars are small, uncomfortable, and antiquated. 
The roadbed is in~ poor conditiey. Often it 
seemed as if the train were running over lava. 
The regibn traversed is, after that about Paler- 
mo, the most densely populated in Sicily, aver- 
| aging 930 a square mile; on the southern slope, 
more than 3,650 to the square mile. One sec- 
tion after another has been devastated by earth- 
quakes and lava streams. Yet towns rise from 
the ashes of the old as rapidly as they are 
overwhelmed,

and fifty-four Benedictine, monks. 

The eruption of 1669 was the most stupenaous 
of all. Twenty-seven thousand peasants were 
robbed of their homes. The lava flow mounted 
the walls of Catania, sixty feet high. It filled 
up much ofthe port and destroyed nearly all of 
the city. The flow of lava spread over forty 
square miles of fertile land. Twenty-four years 
later followed another eruption with a frightful 
earthquake. This destroyed forty towns and 
caused a loss of from 60,000 to 100,000 lives. 
In the eruption of 1879 the lava stream covered 
nearly 3,000,000 square yards. 


Highest Point of Sicily. 


Mount Etna, with an elevation of 10,758 feet, 
is not only the highest point in Sicily, but -the 
highest volcano in Europe and, excepting peaks 
of the Alps, the highest mountain in Italy. It 


is not so much in its height that it is impressive’ 


as in its wide, expansive base, which covers 
about 460 square miles. Its base is ninety miles 
in circumference. Beside the truncated cone 
of the volcano itself there are about 200 smaller 
— Some of them rise to a height of $.000 
eet. 

The great density of population is made pos- 
sible by the wonderful fertility of the lower 
ef the three zones of vegetation. Up to a 
height of 3,000 feet olives grow. From 3,000 
to 6,000 feet are evergreens, birches, oaks, 
beech, and chestnut trees. In the highest re- 
gion, above 6,000 feet, covered with a thick 
mantle of snow in winter, there Is scarcely any 
vegetation. Of the great forests described by 
Strabo, little remains. 

The station from which the train starts in 
Catania is built on an old lava flow. We pass 
along the front of the city, the road often cut 
through a solid stratum of lava. Beyond the 
town we begin to climb, always through. lava 
fields, with olives growing from holes cut in 
the rocks and in thé open, wheat fields, and 
almond groves. The road traverses. the 
breadth of the/ great lava stream of 1669. In 
the first ten mes we pass six towns, two with 
nearly 10,000 inhabitante. . 


Evidence of Much Hard Work. 


The road, in places, passes over a pure 
stratum of lava, utterly barren of vegetation. 
Cultivated country’ seems to have been made 
over. Nowhere in Sicily have I seen better evi- 
dence of the keenness of the struggle for ex- 
istence. The labor spent on clearing little 
patches of rock to make a field a hundred feet 
square must have. been great. At Paternd we 
come to a‘town with over 29,000 people, whose 
poverty is deep and uniform. Between this and 
Adernd, a town of 26,000, ten miles beyond, we 
pass four towns. Between Adernd and Bronte, 
eleven miles beyond, we pass along the edge of 
@ vast mountain side of pure lava, with a rich 
valley below and snow capped hills. beyond. 
Nearby is no sign of life, except rank yellow 
wild flowers. At Bronte we reach a wide, open, 
treeless country, all cultivated and cut into

Heavy Liquidation Is Over. 

Sales to mills here were estimated at 300,000 
bu, mostly No. 1 northern, and there was 
about as much more sold c. i. f. Buffalo. 
Some improvement was noted in the demand 
for flour, and St. Louis reported the largest 
sales in some time. In the northwest there 
were export sales of durums and Manitobas 
for the first time in several months. All 
these circumstances served to clear the at- 
mosphere to some extent. Local traders who 
sold the wheat on the breaks found it less 
easy to oover, and there was not so much 
pressure of Mquidation. Best posted observ- 
ers of market conditions were of the opinion 
that long Mnes had been pretty well elimi- 
nated, while there was a big addition to the 
short interest. Weather conditions continue 
to favor the bears, and the crop outlook in 
the Nebraska and Kansas sections, where the 
worst reports came from early in the season, 
are improving. 


Foreign News of Bearish Tenor. 

Foreign news continues bearish. Liver- 
pool was 1@1%d lower and continental mar- 
kete were even weaker, following the re- 
ports of larger offerings of Argentine and 
Russian wheat. Minneapolis wheat stocks 
decreased 725,000 bu for the week and an- 
other substantial decrease is expected in the 
United States visible supply this week. 
World's shipments are estimated at 11,500,000 
bu. Argentine shipments were 1,968,000 and 
from this country and Canada 3,594,000 bu. 
The clearances from North America were 
mostly of Canadian and western coast wheat. 
Receipts here were 57 cars, with 19 cars 
promised for today. Primary points had 
287,000 bu, against 278,000 bu a year ago. 

Harvesting in Texas has progressed into 
the central and western sections of the state. 
The outlook for the crop in Texas and Okla- 
homa is excellent. 


Heavy Pressure on May Corn, 

May corn was under heavy pressure, owing 
to the poor demand for epo-: corn and the 
increased offerings from the country. The 
other months were less under the influenca 
of selling and while the May was off 1%c, 
the July lost only %@%c; September, %c, and 
December was unchanged. Scattered liqul- 
dation was a factor, and there Was a nervous 
and erratic trade. Shorts covered freely 
at times, forcing substantial rallies. Thea 
crop outlook is favorable in the main, al- 
though there is considerable talk of frost 
damage and replanting talk being circulated. 
The cash market was 1@2c lower, witb sales 
of 185.000 bu. Primary receipts were 423,000 
bu, against 723,000 bu, and receipts here were 
182 cars, with 286 cars promised for today. 
Liverpool closed 4#@%d lower. Deliveries 
were 116,000 bu. 


Oats Futures Have Late Rally. 

Oats were %c lower, the May, with other 
months, %c off to %c up at the close. Fine 
weather conditions were offset by the 
strength in wheat late in the day and there 
was a general covering movement which 
caused a recovery of most ofthe early losses. 
Receipts were liberal and the reports in re- 
gard to the growing crop are optimistic in the 
extreme.
